take the plywood bottom. 

The headboard is jigsawed from a 
piece of walnut 5/16” thick. 44” tenons 
are shaped on both prongs at the ends of 
the headboard. Note that the shoulders 
of these tenons are not parallel, but at the 
proper angle to fit the turned portion of 
the head posts. See Fig. 9. 

The canopy frame is jigsawed from 
11/16” stock according to the pattern 
(Fig. 8). Lap joints are made to join the 
corners of the frame and a vertical 12” 
hole is drilled through this joint for the 
dowel to the corner post. (Fig. 8.) Glue is 
applied to all joints and the bed is as- 


sembled and clamped until dry. 

Walnut finials for each corner are 
turned from 7%” square stock according 
to the pattern shown in Fig. 10, and 
drilled to take the metal pin which will 
fasten them to the bed. This pin is cut 
from an 8-penny nail and is inserted in 
a hole drilled into the top of the 42” dowel 
which joins the canopy and corner post. 
The finials are not permanently mounted 
until after the canopy is covered. 

A rubbed varnish or similar finish may 
be used on the walnut parts, but a sim- 
ple rubbed wax finish is satisfactory and 
simpler to apply. Final sanding of the 
wood is done with 3/0 sandpaper and the 
wood filled with paste filler of matching 


color. After the filler is dry and lightly 
sanded, several coats of floor or furniture 
paste wax may be applied. Each should 
be polished with a soft cloth and allowed 
tu dry before applying the next coat. 

The canopy cover and ruffle are made 
from batiste. They are attached by tack- 
ing on the cover and then sewing the 
ruffle to it, but there undoubtedly are 
other ways of obtaining the same results. 
The duster is made of four strips of 
ruffled batiste tacked along the top edge 
of the sides and ends. The mattress, 
13 x 2315 x 314”, is made from simple 
ticking stuffed with cotton quilt batting. 
The spread and pillow shown are of 
quilted rayon.

THESE doll pieces are designed in the 


modern manner and may be made with 
hand tools if a power jig saw is not avail- 
able. Quarter-inch and °,” stock are 
used. They may be made of plywood 
scrap, fruit boxes, or even empty cigar 
boxes. 

The kitchen table has two drop leaves 
so it takes up little space when not in use. 
The two leaves are hinged to the center 
board with tiny hinges. A swinging arm, 
pivoted on a screw fastened to the under 
side of the table top, swings crosswise to 
hold the leaves extended or along the 
length of the center section when the 
leaves are dropped. 

The living room unit of couch, coffee 
table, end table and lamp, is of simple 
construction. The couch is of %4” stock. 
The ends of a peach box are fine for this. 
Any suitable fabric may be used for the 
upholstery. The “cushions” are blocks of 
34” stock, slightly rounded on the edges. 
These are covered before fastening to the 
seat of the couch with screws which are 
passed through holes bored thru the seat, 
and screwed into the cushions. 

A chair to match the couch could be 
made from the back and front pieces only 
as long as the width of one cushion. The 
coffee table is a rectangle of %4” stock 
with a shallow ledge around it. The four 
feet, which are short lengths of dowel, 
are glued into holes bored not quite 
thru the table top. The end table, four 
pieces of 14” stock, is quickly assembled 
and the lamp is made by gluing two

A SKIPPER of this winter craft has 
complete control from the afterdeck, in- 
stead of one man forward steering and one 
at the other end handling the brake in the 
conventional arrangement.

Butane Globes Make Modern Lamps 






Horizontal lamp for desk light or as reading 
light over bed. 
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THESE useful lamps are made by com- 
bining blonde wood and butane globes. 
The globes, straight-sided cylinders of 
opalescent glass, ordinarily are used in 
fixtures burning “bottled gas.” Here 
they are mounted on electrically-wired 
blocks and conceal electric bulbs and 
sockets. Switches and wiring is hidden 
inside turned depressions in the wood 
blocks. 

To make the upright lamp choose light- 
colored hardwood approximately 2” x 
414”. Mount in four-jawed chuck on the 
lathe and first turn bottom depression. 
Reverse block and turn top depression to 
fit globe. Globes may be slightly irreg- 
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Setting socket and switch in one end of desk 
lamp. Side attaching porcelain socket used 
here requires a bent-metol bracket. Flanges 
turned in end blocks support globe cylinder. 


Sockets mounted in both lamps, wiring com- 
plete.

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Drawer Construction 


THERE are three main jobs on case- 
work such as kitchen cabinets and book- 
cases: the case itself with its front frame, 
the cabinet doors, and the drawers. We 
have discussed cases and cabinet doors in 
previous articles. Now we will describe 
the methods of drawer construction that 
are within the limits of skill and equip- 
ment of our readers. 

The sizes of lumber 
construction range from 
drawer fronts.

considerable movement of the solid bot- 
tom boards in shrinking and swelling. 
Observe that the grain in the bottom 
board is parallel with the drawer front 
(Fig. 1) and that the back member is 
framed to rest on the top of the board 
(Fig. 2). This allows free movement of 
the bottom as it shrinks and swells. The 
bottom is glued in the front groove only 
for the same reason. On commercial case- 
work this type of framing permits the 
bottom board to sag at the back when the 
drawer is heavily loaded. 

On jobs done at home labor costs are 
not important so we suggest the use of a 
washer and screw (Fig. 2) to support the 
bottom board. On narrow drawers one 
screw in the center is sufficient. On wide 
jobs use two or more. Note (Fig. 2) how 








the 1!4"” No. 6 round head screw passes 
through a 1.” hole in the bottom board. 
This large hole allows the bottom board 
to shrink or swell freely without losing 
contact with the back member. 

There are three general types of fronts 


used on drawers. Of these the straight 


front, fitted flush with the face of the 
case is the one most commonly used 
(Fig. 1). This type is fitted so that a five 


cent piece can be passed around the ends 
and top on painted work. Lacquered or 
varnished drawers are fitted to a “dime” 
fit. As a consequence, such drawers are 
not dust-tight 

Rabbeted drawer fronts (Figs. 5 & 6) 
have a lip extending over the ends and 
top. This lip covers the drawer opening 
and keeps dust out. The rabbeted drawer 
usually is fitted loosely to prevent stick- 
ing when the wood swells. 

A curved or swelled front is used on 
some types of furniture, corner cases and 
wall racks. They seldom are found on 
millwork or kitchen cabinets. The joinery 
on curved fronts is similar to that which 
we will describe for the more commonly 
used types. 


Joining the Front and Sides of Drawers 

Three joints are in common 
home workshoppers for joining sides to 
the fronts of drawers. Most commonly 
used and the simplest to construct is a 
Simple Rabbet Joint (Figs. 1 & 7). This 
joint can be made with hand tools or it 
can be run easily on a small circular saw. 
The joint is fastened with nails and glue. 
It is a very satisfactory strong joint where 
there is no objection to the appearance of 
the nails. On all joints of this type it is 
advisable to prime the end grain in the 
joint with glue. Rub the glue into the 
end grain, wipe off the surplus, let the 
glue dry and then glue the joint. 

The Dado Joint (Fig. 8) is used fre- 
quently on small drawers where the joint 
is not subjected to great strain. It is popu- 
lar because it-is easy to make, yet has no 
nails to mar the appearance of the drawer 
The entire joint is made on the circular 
saw. The set-up is simple. A dado head is 
useful in cutting the end groove in one 
pass. The joint should be made to a 
“push” fit to prevent splitting of the short 
grain on the side piece

ends. Would I need a jig for this?

A. A jig is important when making 
your own sanding belts so that they track 
properly on the machine. The jig illus- 
trated here will enable you to do a satis- 
factory job; accompanying drawing gives 
| the specifications for making belts your 
| size. Ordinary pine can be used for the 
| fence blocks and base while a hardwood 
| is best for the pressure blocks. The lat- 
| ter are slightly concaved on the inside as 
shown in Fig. 1. Note in Fig. 1-A that 
the belt clips recede slightly away from 
| the fence blocks toward the bottom. When 
| cutting the belt material the length is 
| determined from point A to B (see Fig 
-B). %” additional is added for the lap 
as shown at A, 

To make a permanent lapped joint re- 
move the abrasive particles trom one end 
f the belt, as in Photo 1. The abrasive 
is softened by soaking it in hot water for 
Allow the cleaned end 
to dry thoroughly and mount the belt on 
the jig as in Photo 2. The clips keep the 
belt from shifting during the gluing 
| Casein glue, the kind which must set

A. The two methods described here for 
cutting bottles to a line can be used with 
good degree of success. One is to cause 
break with the heat from a_ small 
alcohol torch and the other is with a hot 
element wire. Perfect results are not 
uaranteed every time due to the fact 
that the glass in beer bottles is not of 
uniform thickness around the circumfer- 
ence, causing the break to run off on a 
tangent.

Sharp 
corners can be rounded off by hand with

A. No. The wording, “Approved by 


the U. S. Postmaster” does not directly 
apply to the individual as a compulsory 
regulation of the Post Office Department. 
This means the box in question is a com- 
mercially-manufactured product which 
has passed the standards set down by the 
Postal Laws & Regulations. An indivi- 
dual may design and make his own mail 
box of comparable size providing it is 
made of metal, or metal lined, has a 
holder for newspapers, magazines, etc., 
has a slotted opening of sufficient width 
for the mail and provisions made to pro- 
tect the contents from theft or damage 
by weather.

THE ART OF 
METALCRAFT 


By Bech Mateheva— a — 


Associate Editor 





WHEN working in metalcraft, like 
everything else, we must begin with basic 
operations and work out each step as we 
go along. We must make sure we have 
perfected what we set out to do before 
we advance to the next operation. 

Designing is one phase of a hobby 
which seems to hold back many would-be 
craftsmen. We will try to show through- 
out the series, therefore, a large enough 
variety of designs to stimulate in most of 
you a desire to turn out something orig- 
inal. All public libraries carry books 
that offer designs of every description. 
Also, there are design books available 
through craft supply houses. It is a good 
idea to start a scrap book and collect de- 
signs. Clip any designs you think worth- 
while and file them. From these you will 
be able to work out original designs of 
your own. 

In the last issue we left you stumbling 
around trying to make a round disk of 
copper look like an ash tray. How did it 
turn out? 


Watch the Heat! 


Now let’s go on from there and tell you 
more about this fascinating work. One 
thing we must point out before some of 
you get into trouble is the fact that under 
no circumstances should you try to form 
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anything from brass or copper while the 
metal is red hot. 

After annealing either of those metals 
plunge the piece into water or let it cool 
slowly before attempting to work it 
Striking brass while it is red hot wil 
cause it to fly to pieces like glass. hl 
most cases copper will do the same thin 

We are picturing several copper bow! 
ash trays, and other trays. One 8” card 
or pin tray with a flanged rim is show: 
The bowl is formed as with any bow! 
except that the bottom is hammered 
flat with the planishing hammer 
rim is raised about 1!2”, then the piece i 
rested against the edge of the anvil and 
about 34” of the rim is hammered out flat 
This is done with the planishing hamme 
also. (See photograph of rim _ bein 
formed on ash tray.)

Both the punch and the forming 
dies for round ash trays, bowls, etc., are 
turned out on the wood lathe in sizes and 
shapes to meet individual requirements.

In using the square-cornered dies ham- 
mer the piece first, anneal, then form 
The piece will buckle slightly but can be 
straightened as above. 

Wodd dies will wear much longer than 
you might suspect. A few years ago I 
made 2000 square ash trays for a college 
smoker. We formed all of them with 
square punches and dies, wearing out 
seven sets of dies. That was an average 
of 285 trays for each set of dies! 

You will find a great variety of steel 
bench plates (forming dies) available in 
craft supply houses. They are excellent 
However, I prefer the wood dies, as wood 
will not mar the metal. 

You may color your finished copper 
pieces with liver of sulphur if you wish. 
Purchase a small quantity of liver of 
sulphur at your drug store. Clean the

and then dissolve in a quart of water a 
piece of the liver of sulphur about the 
size of a hickory nut. Immerse the pieces 
in the solution and leave until they turn 
a dark brown. Remove, wash in clear 
water, and let dry. Finally, burnish them 
lightly with 00 steel wool, polish, and 
lacquer. This finish, while attractive, is 
not permanent. It must be lacquered to 
hold. 

A permanent finish developed by the 
author is produced by coating the piece 
with copper nitrate solution (available at 
your drug store) and heating it with a 
blow torch until it turns a dusty brown 
The acid should be applied with a cotton 
swab—or the piece may be submerged in 
the solution—and then heated. 

After the piece has cooled burnish it 
lightly with fine emery paper to bring out 
the highlights. Then wax with floor wax 
and polish. The result will be a beautitul 
glossy brown finish that is not affected by 
anything but acid.

Wood Lathe Tool Rest 
and Base 


FOR those long turnings, try this base 
and one or more extra rests. It is easy to 
make a set graduated by 6” steps.

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Testing for ‘‘Hot’’ Terminal 
At Receptacle Outlet 


MOST home repairmen are familiar 
with the pocket type of tester which uses 
a small lamp and which glows when the 
two terminals are touched to the contacts 
of an outlet which is energized. 

However, it is often desirable to know 
which contact is the “hot” or ungrounded 
one. By inserting one terminal of the 





tester and holding the other in the hand 
a faint glow will be noticed when the 
“hot” contact is touched. While very 
little current flows thru this type of 
tester, it is well to stand on a dry board 
or other insulating material when making 
the test to prevent possible shock.
